EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The application has been amended as follows:

2. Claims 1 -29, 31 -56 and 61 -63 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 17, 18, 31, 47, 48, 61, 62 and 63, in combination with other 

limitations of the claims, the prior arts cited fail to disclose or specifically suggested 
receiving a stream of composite packets from the first network element, each composite 
packet carrying media information and auxiliary information pertaining to the composite 
packet, generating, on a basis of the media information and the auxiliary information 
carried in the composite packets, an output media stream free of the auxiliary 
information carried in the composite packets.
